RIMINI,  Italy  —  The  Inter¬ 
national  Counsel  of  Amnesty 
International  (AI),  a  worldwide 
human  rights  organization,  has 
once  again  overwhelmingly  defeat¬ 
ed  a  motion  to  broaden  its  defini¬ 
tion  of  “prisoner  of  conscience’’ 
to  include  persons  imprisoned  for 
homosexual  acts. 

Significantly,  the  proposal, 
made  by  the  French  section,  was 
rejected  following  the  presentation 
of  a  two-year  study  of  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  lesbians  and  gay  men 
around  the  world  conducted  by  the 
Luxembourg  section. 

The  40-nation  counsel  did, 
nevertheless,  unanimously  ap¬ 
prove  a  statement  deploring  the 
imprisonment  of  persons  because 
of  their  sexual  preference  and 
defining  such  detention  as  “a 
violation  of  human  rights.” 

Amnesty  International’s  man¬ 
date  is  to  work  to  free  “prisoners 
of  conscience,”  which  it  defines  as 
“men  and  women  who  have  not 
used  or  advocated  violence,  but 
who  nevertheless  find  themselves 
imprisoned  for  their  political 
beliefs,  race,  sex,  ethnic  origin, 
language  or  religion.” 

It  also  opposed  the  use  of  tor¬ 
ture  and  the  death  penalty  in  all 
situations. 

At  the  meeting  held  here  Sep¬ 
tember  9  to  12,  the  counsel  re¬ 
affirmed  its  1979  commitment  to 
adopt  as  prisoners  of  conscience 
those  persons  imprisoned  for 
advocating  “homosexual  equal¬ 
ity,”  as  well  as  “anyone  charged 
with  homosexuality  where  the 
charge  has  been  used  as  a  pretext 
for  imprisoning  that  person  for  the 
expression  of  his  or  her  political, 
religious,  or  other  conscientiously 
held  beliefs.” 

The  counsel  also  added  the  fol¬ 
lowing  to  its  limited  commitment 
to  lesbians  and  gay  men:  “Amnes¬ 
ty  International  would  oppose  any 
medical  treatment  of  detained 
homosexuals  with  the  aim  of 
modifying  their  sexual  orientation 
without  their  agreement.” 

Larry  Cox,  Deputy  Director  of 
Communications  for  the  U.S.  sec¬ 
tion,  told  GCN  that,  in  the  past 


three  years,  “We  have  been  able  to 
take  many  cases  involving  homo¬ 
sexuals  under  the  1979  guide¬ 
lines.” 

Cox  said  that  although  he  is  dis¬ 
appointed  at  the  resounding  defeat 
of  the  French  proposal,  he  regards 
the  adoption  of  the  involuntary 
behavior  modification  clause  as  “a 
good  sign  ...  I  don’t  think  con¬ 
cern  [about  lesbian  and  gay  male 
prisoners]  is  going  to  go  away.  It’s 
all  tied  to  increasing  international 
awareness  of  the  situation  of 
homosexuals  around  the  world.” 

However,  David  Hinkley,  the 
director  of  the  western  region  of 
the  U.S.  section,  doubts  that  any 
progress  will  be  made  on  the  issue 
in  the  near  future. 

Debate  over  whether  persons  ar¬ 
rested  for  having  lesbian  or  gay  sex 
should  be  adopted  by  AI  as  prison¬ 
ers  of  conscience  has  heated  every 
annual  convention  since  1974, 
when  the  issue  was  first  raised  by 
the  Scandinavians,  said  Hinkley, 
“but  the  heart  went  out  of  the 
fight  last  week  when  all  that  work 
and  that  long  presentation  by  the 
Luxembourg  section  didn’t  pro¬ 
duce  the  desired  outcome.” 

Hinkley,  who  chaired  last 
week’s  council  debate,  continued, 
“The  problem  was  that  the  Lux¬ 
embourg  study  didn’t  come  up 
with  a  single  case  of  a  person  in 
prison  for  sexual  preference.  So 
that  was  missing  from  the  debate 
—  and  the  Swedish  section  pointed 
this  out.  Its  supporters  argued  on 
principle  only. 

“The  only  thing  that  will  renew 
the  struggle  is  the  presentation  of 
cases  of  actual  fiesh-and-blood 
persons  sitting  in  prison.  Amnesty 
responds  to  that  much  better  than 
abstract  arguments.” 

What  the  Luxembourg  section 
did  find  was  widespread  existence 
of  laws  discriminating  against  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men.  On  the  basis  of 
this  data,  they  concluded  that  it  is 
highly  probable  that  there  are 
many  lesbians  and  gay  men  around 
the  world  languishing  in  prisons, 
some  on  death  row  because  of 
their  sexuality.  The  Luxembourg 
section  recommended  that  AI 
adopt  these  people  as  prisoners  of 


conscience. 

Others  favoring  this  change  in 
the  mandate  included  the  French, 
Dutch,  Indian  and  U.S.  sections. 
Representatives  of  sections  in 
Africa,  Latin  America  and  Asia 
opposed  the  mandate  change  on 
the  grounds  that  a  change  would 
create  problems  in  their  countries, 
said  Hinkley.  “In  Pakistan  or 
Bangladesh  ...  or  places  where 
Islamic  law  or  other  religious  tra¬ 
ditions  are  built  into  the  legal  tra¬ 
dition,  homosexuality  is  regarded 
as  a  perversion  officially,  unlike  in 
the  West  and  developed  coun¬ 
tries,”  said  Hinkley. 

Many  sections  which  in  recent 
years  have  voted  in  support  of  the 
mandate  change  withdrew  that 
support  this  year  and  Hinkley 
speculated  about  why:  “It  seemed 
that  many  [representatives  from 
previously  supportive  sections] 
were  trying  to  be  more  sensitive  to 
the  problems  that  the  change 
would  cause  in  Third  World  sec¬ 
tions.  There  was  talk  about  cultur¬ 
al  imperialism  and  that  recogni¬ 
tion  of  sexual  orientation  as  a 
human  right  is  a  Western  notion.” 

Could  the  same  argument  have 
been  made  to  justify  non-interfer¬ 
ence  in  cases  involving  discrimina¬ 
tion  based  on,  say,  race,  in  a  cul¬ 
ture  rooted  in  the  belief  that  peo¬ 
ple  of  different  races  are  unequal? 

“Yes.  The  difference  is  that 
there  is  a  body  of  international  law 
prohibiting  racial  discrimination, 
but  none  prohibiting  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  homosexuals.” 

Hinkley,  who  said  he  supports 
the  adoption  of  individuals  im¬ 
prisoned  for  homosexuality,  said 
that  “what  needs  to  be  done  is  to 
establish  international  treaty  law 
about  sexual  preference.  With  all 
the  discussion  going  on  among  gay 
rights  organizations  in  the  U.S. 
and  Europe,  it  is  time  to  have  a  law 
drafted  by  a  committee  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly.  This  would  gener¬ 
ate  a  legal  basis  and  a  mechanism 
to  enforce  non-discrimination  —  a 
committee  watching  out  for  sexual 
rights,  like  the  Commission  on 
Refugees  or  the  Working  Group 
on  Disappearances  watches  out  for

A  Gathering  Place  for  Gay  Youth 

Seattle  Cops  Raid  Gay  ‘Church’ 


new  permanent  location  at  167 
Tremont  Street  in  downtown 
Boston. 

Representatives  of  the  paper  last 
month  signed  a  five-year  lease  for 
the  fifth-floor  office,  which  fea¬ 
tures  an  impressive  view  of  the 
Boston  Common  and  is  conveni¬ 
ently  located  near  the  Park  Street 
subway  station. 

The  premises  formerly  housed 
the  Cinderella  Career  and  Finish¬ 
ing  School,  an  educational  institu¬ 
tion  whose  present  status  remains 
a  mystery.  The  foyer,  which  will 
serve  as  a  reception  area  for  the 
newspaper  offices,  features  an 
arched  ten-foot  ceiling,  carved 
wood  paneling  and  a  cabinet 
suitable  for  the  display  of  fine 
china  or  rare  books.  Several  of  the 
small  offices  into  which  the  prem¬ 
ises  are  divided  are  papered  in  the 
Cinderella  School’s  exclusive 
design,  and  a  varied  assortment  of 
hair  dryers,  salon  accessories  and 
beauty  pamphlets  have  been  left 
behind. 

Those  who  worry  that  GCN  has 
moved  to  extravagant  new  quar¬ 
ters,  however,  should  quell  their

SEATTLE  —  A  raid  on  an 
establishment  in  this  city  variously 
described  as  a  “church”  and  “a 
disco  for  gay  youth”  has  resulted 
in  the  arrest  of  three  people,  the 
issuance  of  citations  to  over  200 
others  and  the  confiscation  of  a 
register  containing  the  names  of 
over  4,000  people,  mostly  gays. 
The  raid  has  raised  questions 
about  the  distinction  between  a 
business  and  a  church,  police  con¬ 
duct  toward  gays  and  the  problems 
of  gay  youth. 

At  the  center  of  the  controversy 
is  George  Freeman,  a  minister  of 
the  Universal  Life  church,  who 
claims  that  city  officials  are 
harassing  him  by  raiding  his 
church,  The  Monastery.  However, 
city  officials  consider  the  church  a 
business  and  have  been  involved  in 
disputes  with  Freeman  for  the  past 
five  years.  The  Monastery  was  last 
raided  in  1981  during  the  anti-gay 


Initiative  13  campaign. 

The  police  raid  on  The  Monas¬ 
tery  occurred  at  approximately 
2:30  a.m.  on  September  11.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  reports,  30  to  50  police 
officers  were  involved  in  the  raid 
at  a  time  when  there  were  approx¬ 
imately  200  to  250  patrons  in  the 
space.  A  spokesperson  for  the 
Seattle  Police,  Officer  PalWright, 
would  not  comment  on  allegations 
by  Freeman  that  undercover  police 
i  had  been  present  at  The  Monas¬ 
tery  prior  to  the  raid.  Said  Wright, 
“We  do  not  comment  on  our 
investigative  techniques.” 

All  individuals,  a  significant 
portion  of  whom  were  under  the 
legal  drinking  age  of  21 ,  were  cited 
by  police  for  “being  in  a  place 
where  liquor  was  illegally  served.” 
Patrons  under  1 8  years  of  age  were 
allowed  to  leave  after  being  cited. 
Those  over  18  were  forced  to  re¬ 
main  and  were  photographed  by 
the  police.  The  process,  according 


to  some  reports,  took  two  to  three 
hours.  The  citations,  according  to 
Wright,  require  a  court  appear¬ 
ance  and  carry  a  maximum  fine  of 
$100. 

In  addition,  two  minors  were 
arrested  for  possession  and  con¬ 
sumption  of  alcohol  and  Freeman 
was  arrested  for  failure  to  have  a 
business  license  and  for  furnishing 
liquor  to  a  minor.  Freeman  was 
taken  to  King  County  Jail,  where 
he  was  released  several  hours  later. 

According  to  Freeman,  the  con¬ 
fiscation  of  the  membership  regis¬ 
ter  is  a  vehicle  to  harass  and  intimi¬ 
date  the  patrons  of  The  Monas¬ 
tery,  most  of  whom  are  gay.  But 
Officer  Wright  claims  that  the 
confiscation  of  the  registry  is  to 
provide  evidence  to  the  court  that 
The  Monastery  is  a  business  and 
that  the  register  is  actually  a  led¬ 
ger.  Wright  told  GCN  that  the  col¬ 
lection  of  a  fee  at  the  door  is  evi¬ 
dence  that  The  Monastery  is  a 


business.  Freeman  denies  this,  say¬ 
ing  that  his  collecting  money  at  the 
door  is  no  different  from  other 
churches  passing  the  hat.  “There 
is  no  pecuniary  gain.  1  live  here  on 
church  grounds,  and  with  the 
money  [I]  buy  food,  keep  up  the 
grounds  and  pay  legal  expenses.” 

“The  issue  is  religious  free¬ 
dom,”  Freeman  told  GCN. 
According  to  Freeman,  The  Mon¬ 
astery  is  chartered  under  the  Uni¬ 
versal  Life  Church,  which  is  based 
in  California.  “As  a  congregation 
of  the  Universal  Life  Church,  we 
have  an  IRS  exemption.”  Freeman 
said  that  he  believes  that  the  city  is 
unwilling  to  accept  his  church 
because  it  does  not  fit  the  tradi¬ 
tional  concept  of  what  a  church 
should  be. 

But  criticism  of  The  Monastery 
is  not  limited  to  city  officials. 
According  to  Dwight  Gaut,  a  for¬ 
mer  editor  of  the  Seattle  Gay

“By  all  evidence,  the  newspapers  and  other 
media  organs  would  simply  prefer  to  avoid  the  issue. 
Perhaps  this  has  something  to  do  with  congenital 
machismo  among  journalists  and  writers,  who  fre¬ 
quently  betray  the  worry  that  they  are  mere  typists  or 
observers  of  those  who  make  real  decisions,  perform 
real  work,  and  really  deserve  their  Miller  Time.  More 
likely,  the  avoidance  comes  from  the  fact  that  hetero¬ 
sexuals  live  in  their  own  closet,  hiding  from  homo¬ 
sexuals  while  homosexuals  hide  from  them.  It  hasn’t 
occurred  to  them  to  inquire.  Or  they  don’t  want  to  in¬ 
quire  because  they  know  it  will  be  a  big  mess.  Or  per¬ 
haps  they  sense  that  questions  lead  inevitably  to  the 
same  questions  about  heterosexuality,  which  is  un¬ 
nerving. 

“Whatever  the  reason,  avoidance  is  less  becom¬ 
ing  to  journalists  than  to  other  professional  groups. 
Its  practical  effect  has  been  to  ignore  one  of  the  most 
explosive  social  changes  of  the  past  decade.  If  the 
‘war  of  outage’  comes,  and  readers  suddenly  look  up 
to  find  a  homosexual  on  every  street  corner  and  a 
prominent  official  coming  out  of  every  closet,  journal¬ 
ists  will  more  than  likely  join  in  a  panic  they  could 
have  helped  avoid.”

a  little  bizarre 

ARLINGTON,  VA  —  Two  men  have  pleaded  guilty 
to  charges  related  to  prostitution  stemming  from  one 
of  a  number  of  raids  on  male  escort  services  in  the 
Washington  area. 

According  to  the  Washington  Post,  the  owner 
and  an  employee  of  The  Stables,  which  is  based  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  pleaded  guilty  to  conspiring  to 
arrange  sex-for-hire  and  to  aiding  prostition.  The 
owner  of  The  Stables  could  spend  up  to  ten  years  in 
jail  and  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  on  the  sex-for-hire 
charge. 

The  cases  stem  from  a  raid  staged  by  DC  police 
last  May  based  on  information  supplied  by  Arlington 
police. 

The  raid  on  The  Stables  is  one  of  several  for 
which  Arlington  police  have  been  criticized  recently. 
In  most  of  the  cases,  an  Arlington  police  officer  has 
called  an  escort  service  based  outside  Arlington 
County  and  asked  that  a  male  escort  be  sent  to  him. 
The  escort  has  then  been  arrested  in  Arlington  when 
he  agreed  to  have  sex.  Arlington  police  say  no  defend¬ 
ant  has  so  far  succeeded  in  charging  them  with 
entrapment. 

“Arlington  has  gotten  a  little  bizarre  on  these  sex 
cases,”  said  James  Lowe,  an  attorney  for  the  owner  of 
The  Stables.  “They  don’t  have  enough  crime  so  they 
figure  they  have  to  go  out  and  import  it.” 

In  at  least  two  of  the  raids  police  have  confis¬ 
cated  lists  of  clients. 


against  censorship 

CARACAS,  Venezuela  —  A  lesbian  and  gay 
organization  here  has  joined  a  nationwide  protest 
against  recent  attempts  by  the  Venezuelan  govern¬ 
ment  to  limit  the  freedom  of  expression. 

Paz  y  Liberation  of  Houston  reports  that  Grupo 
Entendido,  an  organization  which  has  published  the 
country’s  only  gay  magazine,  recently  joined  the 
National  Committee  Against  Censorship.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  was  formed  last  May  by  unions  and  other 
organizations  of  print,  video,  radio  and  film  workers  to 
protest  recent  criminal  trials  of  movie  producers,  fir¬ 
ings  of  critics  and  writers  and  the  closing  of  radio  sta¬ 
tions  in  the  interior  of  the  country. 

To  remain  silent,  according  to  a  statement  from 
Grupo  Entendido,  would  be  to  encourage  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  move  toward  a  totalitarian  state  in  which  the 
wishes  of  the  party  in  power  is  the  only  law.

NEW  YORK  —  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and  Edu¬ 
cation  Fund  has  announced  the  names  of  the  persons 
to  be  honored  at  this  year’s  awards  dinner. 

Lambda  has  chosen  Mayor  Marion  Barry  of 
Washington,  DC,  “for  his  courage  and  ability  to  reach 
out  and  understand  the  common  oppression  of  other 
minority  groups”;  Judge  Mary  Morgan  of  San  Francis¬ 
co,  the  first  openly  lesbian  judge  in  U.S.  history,  “for 
her  dedication  and  integrity  in  providing  a  role  model 
for  aspiring  lesbian  attorneys”;  and  Vito  Russo,  film 
historian  and  author  of  The  Celluloid  Closet,  "for  his 
cultural  contribution  to  the  emerging  body  of  gay 
history.”

the  price  you  have  to  pay 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Controversy  has  surround¬ 
ed  an  arrangement  made  by  gay  Supervisor  Harry  Britt 
and  the  Police  Officers  Association  (POA)  of  this  city 
concerning  positions  on  initiatives  to  be  voted  on  in 
the  coming  general  elections,  according  to  Bay  Area 
Reporter. 

Gay  and  lesbian  activists  have  denied  that  their 
organizations  were  party  to  a  deal  by  which  the  POA 
would  drop  its  opposition  to  Proposition  A,  which 
would  create  a  civilian  complaint  office  for  the  Police 
Department,  in  exchange  for  gay  support  for  two 
measures  favored  by  the  police:  Proposition  I,  which 
would  give  newly  hired  officers  pension  benefits 
equal  to  those  of  older  officers,  and  Proposition  J, 
which  would  give  officers  time-and-a-half  for  overtime 
work. 

A  marked  increase  in  reports  of  police  brutality 
against  gay  people  followed  a  story  on  the  arrange¬ 
ment  in  the  straight  press.  Community  United  Against 
Violence  received  seven  reports  of  police  harassment 
during  one  week  after  the  story  appreared,  compared 
with  an  average  of  one  per  week. 

Britt,  who  has  spoken  strongly  against  police 
brutality  in  the  past,  said  of  the  increase,  “Homo¬ 
phobes  in  the  department  could  go  crazy.  There  is  a 
real  danger.  That  is  the  price  you  have  to  pay  for 
progress.” 

Although  Britt  claimed  he  had  consulted  with 
many  gay  and  minority  people  about  the  arrangement 
and  had  broad  support  for  it,  only  he  and  members  of 
the  POA  were  at  the  press  conference  at  which  the 
arrangement  was  disclosed. 

“I  would  be  grossly  irresponsible,”  Britt  said  at 
the  press  conference,  “if  I  and  others  did  not  use  our 
powers  as  a  political  force  in  this  city  to  gain  precisely 
this  kind  of  concession  from  people  —  people  who 
recognize  our  power,  not  because  they  happen  to  like 
us.” 

“This  is  very  controversial  and  has  to  be  widely 
talked  about,”  said  Connie  O’Connor,  president  of  the 
Alice  B.  Toklas  Democratic  Club.  “We  were  lobbied  by 
Harry  and  had  luncheon  with  POA  officials  but  we 
made  no  commitment.  This  requires  a  vote  of  our 
membership.  I  am  not  going  to  be  railroaded  into 
doing  this.” 

The  Stonewall  Democratic  Club  narrowly  ap¬ 
proved  support  for  Propositions  I  and  J  on  the 
grounds  that  they  are  labor  issues  that  should  'e  sup¬ 
ported. 


girlie  behavior 

RICHMOND  COUNTY,  NY  —  A  family  court  here 
ruled  on  August  20  that  a  14-year-old  boy  who  has 
repeatedly  been  called  a  “fag,”  “faggot”  and  “queer” 
by  his  father  is  legally  an  abused  child. 

The  court  found  that  the  “unrelenting  torment  of 
verbal  abuse  by  his  father  directed  at  his  sexual  iden¬ 
tity”  constituted  the  physical  injury  necessary  to  a 
finding  of  child  abuse. 

According  to  an  article  in  the  Family  Law  Report¬ 
er,  the  court  dismissed  as  “singularly  ludicrous”  the 
father’s  contention  that  verbal  abuse  of  his  son  was 
legitimate  parental  discipline  aimed  at  curing  the  boy 
of  “girlie  behavior.”  The  father’s  behavior,  wrote  the 
court,  “is  as  serious  a  form  of  abuse  as  if  he  had 
plunged  a  knife  into  the  stomach  of  this  child.  In  fact, 
it’s  probably  worse  since  the  agony  and  heartache 
suffered  by  the  boy  has  already  assailed  him  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  and  constitutes  a  grave  and  imminent 
threat  to  his  future  psychological  development.” 


studies  program 

BERKELEY,  CA  —  Plans  are  being  made  to  devel¬ 
op  a  multi-cultural  lesbian  and  gay  studies  program  at 
the  University  of  California  here. 

The  Gay  and  Lesbian  Union,  the  Office  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Advocate  and  the  Office  of  Academic  Affairs, 
organizers  of  the  program,  need  bibliographies, 
syllabi  and  course  material  developed  for  lesbian  and 
gay  courses  elsewhere.  They  are  also  seeking  advice 
and  suggestions  from  persons  who  have  worked  on 
similar  courses  or  programs  at  other  institutions. 

Also  needed  are  materials  to  be  used  in  integrat¬ 
ing  awareness  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  into  existing 
courses  in  other  fields.

SOMERVILLE,  MA  —  The  Take  Back  the  Night 
march  and  rally  scheduled  to  take  place  here  and  in 
Cambridge  on  October  2  has  been  cancelled.

no  problem 

TAMPA,  FL  —  Concern  and  anger  are  growing  in 
this  city’s  gay  community  over  a  recent  wave  of  late- 
night  assaults  outside  gay  bars,  one  of  which  resulted 
in  death,  and  over  the  indifference  of  the  operator  of 
one  of  the  bars. 

The  Weekly  News  of  Miami  reports  that  Bob 
Fournier,  who  operates  The  Old  Plantation,  refused  to 
attend  a  special  meeting  of  the  Bay  Area  Rights  Coun¬ 
cil  (BARC)  called  to  discuss  the  assaults  and  has 
rejected  suggestions  for  improving  his  customers’ 
safety. 

The  special  meeting  was  called  after  Robert  Mat¬ 
thew  Leonard  died  11  days  after  being  struck  on  the 
head  during  a  robbery  in  the  Old  Plantation  parking 
lot.  The  robbery  occurred  a  week  after  two  other  men 
were  assaulted  while  walking  to  their  car  a  few  blocks 
from  the  bar. 

“There  is  no  problem”  with  crime  around  the  Old 
Plantation,  Fournier  is  quoted  as  saying.  Fournier 
says  the  problem  is  that  victims  of  assault  do  not 
cooperate  with  police  investigating  the  events. 

Fournier  has  opposed  a  plan  for  a  neighborhood 
watch  program  in  which  five  or  six  volunteers  would 
accompany  bar  patrons  to  their  cars  and  has  refused 
to  put  up  posters  advising  gay  men  of  what  to  do 
if  attacked. 


boom 

HOLLYWOOD  —  A  popular  gay  restaurant  in  this 
city  has  been  destroyed  by  a  firebomb. 

The  Gay  Press  Association  reports  that  at  about 
4:00  a.m.  on  September  1,  two  hours  after  the  Acad¬ 
emy  Restaurant  and  Bar  had  closed,  neighbors  report¬ 
ed  hearing  an  explosion  and  that  within  a  short  time 
only  bare  walls  were  left  standing. 

Earlier  in  the  evening,  officials  of  the  bomb 
squad  had  found  nothing  to  substantiate  a  bomb 
threat  made  by  an  anonymous  caller  and  the  restau¬ 
rant  resumed  operation.  The  message  of  a  second  call 
later  in  the  evening  consisted  of  the  word  “Boom.” 

The  Academy  featured  a  military  decor,  with  wait¬ 
ers  and  staff  in  uniform.  The  menu  featured  special¬ 
ties  called  “The  Admiral,”  “The  Lieutenant”  and  “The 
Recruit.” 


well  received 

BOSTON  — -  After  being  well  received  by  audi¬ 
ences  in  this  country  and  winning  an  award  in  a  recent 
film  festival,  a  documentary  film  about  homophobia 
made  here  last  year  has  been  accepted  for  showing  in 
film  festivals  in  England  and  Germany. 

Pink  Triangles,  a  35-minute  documentary  made 
by  a  collective  of  nine  gay  and  straight  women  and 
men,  was  chosen  as  best  documentary  in  the  Sixth 
Annual  San  Francisco  International  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Film  Festival  held  June  21  through  28  of  this  year. 

Pink  Triangles  has  recently  been  accepted  as  one 
of  six  U.S.  films,  and  one  of  only  four  documentaries, 
to  be  shown  in  the  31st  Mannheim  International  Film 
Festival  in  Germany.  It  will  be  shown  on  October  7.

against  racism 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  Two  classes  on  racism  will 
be  conducted  here  soon. 

“Exploring  Our  Racism,”  a  class  for  white 
women  who  want  to  fight  racism  in  themselves,  in  the 
women’s  community  and  in  society,  will  explore  the 
participants’  identities  as  whites  in  a  multi-racial 
world,  using  assigned  readings,  discussions  and  con¬ 
sciousness-raising  techniques.  The  class  is  designed 
as  a  catalyst  to  help  white  women  make  changes  in 
attitudes  and  awareness  about  racism  and  about  the 
real  history  and  cultures  of  people  of  color  in  this 
country. 

"Taking  Action  Against  Racism”  involves  a  deep¬ 
er  exploration  of  racism,  anti-Semitism  and  classism. 
It  is  designed  for  women  with  experience  in  anti-racist 
work.  It  will  be  an  experiential  class,  with  its 
substance  coming  from  daily  life.  The  class  will  have  a 
flexible  structure,  with  assigned  readings  and 
analytical  discussion,  but  with  a  basis  in  role  playing, 
exploring  victories  and  dilemmas  and  strategizing  for 
change. 

Both  classes  will  be  facilitated  by  Tia  Cross,  a 
white  feminist  who  has  been  teaching  classes  and 
conducting  workshops  on  racism  for  four  years.  The 
three-hour  classes  will  meet  once  a  week  for  nine 
weeks  in  a  location  near  Central  Square.  The  fee  is  $50 
plus  $10  for  xeroxing.  “Exploring”  will  meet  Thurs¬ 
days  beginning  October  7.  “Taking  Action”  will  meet 
Wednesdays  beginning  October  6.

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Banned  Book  Week:  Education  vs.  Censorship

CINCINNATI  —  The  man 
walking  on  Hamilton  Avenue  had 
noticed  Crazy  Ladies  Bookstore 
many  times  before  without  stop¬ 
ping,  but  this  window  display 
caught  his  eye.  It  called  attention 
to  several  censored  books,  illus¬ 
trating  Banned  Book  Week 
declared  for  earlier  in  September. 

Storekeeper  and  writer  Victoria 
Ramstetter,  one  of  about  25 
women  volunteering  to  help  keep 
the  store  open,  noticed  the  man 
eyeing  the  controversial  books. 
Banned  Book  Week  was  promoted 
by  the  American  Library  Associa¬ 
tion  (ALA),  American  Booksellers 
Association,  and  the  National 
Association  of  College  Stores. 

Ramstetter  flashed  a  button 
that’s  on  sale  inside  the  small 
shop:  “Wherever  they  burn 
books,  they  will  also,  in  the  end, 
burn  human  beings.”  The  quote 


from  Heinrich  Heine  was  not  lost 
on  the  man  and  he  stopped  in  to 
learn  more. 

“Banning  books,”  Ramstetter 
told  him,  “is  the  same  as  burning 
them.  Books  make  people  think.  If 
they  ban  books,  people  will  accept 
whatever  the  powers  that  be  want 
them  to  think.  The  right-wing  is 
definitely  trying  to  determine  what 
people  read  and  think.” 

Ramstetter  is  particularly  upset 
that  the  “informative  yet  innoc¬ 
uous”  Our  Bodies,  Ourselves  has 
been  singled  out  by  right-wing  cen¬ 
sors  as  a  threat  to  classroom  pro¬ 
priety. 

Banned  books  on  display  at 
Xavier  University’s  store  included 
Mark  Twain’s  Tom  Sawyer,  The 
Diary  of  Anne  Frank,  Lewis  Car- 
roll’s  Alice  in  Wonderland,  Pearl 
S.  Buck’s  The  Good  Earth  and 
others.  A  “List  of  Books  Some 
People  Consider  Dangerous”  ex¬ 


plained  some  of  the  various  rea¬ 
sons  given  by  people  and  groups  to 
get  certain  volumes  banned:  reli¬ 
gious  and  political  grounds,  objec¬ 
tionable  or  obscene  words  and  in¬ 
appropriateness  for  young 
readers. 

No  book-burning  bonfires  have 
been  lit  in  Ohio  yet,  but  the  pro¬ 
gram  director  of  a  new  nationwide 
effort  to  guarantee  freedom  of 
expression  says  bans  have  in¬ 
creased  immensely  in  the  past  two 
years.  Tracy  Stewart  of  People  For 
the  American  Way’s  Midwest  of¬ 
fice  in  Columbus  warns  that  bans 
on  reading  “close  off  the  forum  of 
ideas  and  exercise  mind  control.” 

Stewart  told  GCN  she  worries 
because  many  people  don’t  take 
censorship  seriously  while  a  small 
minority  who  object  to  certain 
books  show  up  at  school  board 
meetings  and  succeed  in  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  get  books  banned.  “One 


Koch  Loses  to  Cuomo 
In  New  York  Primary

NEW  YORK  —  Lieutenant 
Governor  Mario  Cuomo  won  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  gover¬ 
nor  here  in  the  September  23  pri¬ 
mary  in  a  startling  upset  over 
Mayor  Ed  Koch,  who  was  widely 
viewed  as  having  the  nomination 
securely  in  hand. 

Some  opinion  polls  had  shown 
the  Mayor  leading  by  as  much  as 
18  percentage  points,  but  the  final 
tally  gave  Cuomo  53  percent  of  the 
vote  to  Koch’s  47  percent. 

In  other  races,  city  council 
majority  leader  Thomas  Cuite,  a 
foe  of  the  city’s  proposed  gay 
rights  bill,  fought  off  challenger 
Steve  DiBrienca,  a  27-year-old 
political  activist  endorsed  by 
Lambda  Independent  Democrats 
of  Brooklyn.  In  the  race  for  lieu¬ 
tenant  governor,  Westchester 
County  Executive  Alfred  Del  Bello 
defeated  Carl  McCall,  a  black  for¬ 
mer  state  senator  who  had  pledged 
his  support  of  gay  rights  in  a  re¬ 
cent  interview  for  the  New  York 
Native.  Koch  had  endorsed  Del 
Bello  for  lieutenant  governor, 
while  Cuomo  favored  McCall. 

“Our  community  did  vote  for 
Mario,”  said  Allen  Roskoff,  pres¬ 
ident  of  Lesbians  and  Gays  for 
Cuomo.  “I  think  gay  people  have 
a  greater  sense  of  justice  and  social 
needs,  so  we  voted  accordingly.  In 
Koch’s  home  district,  Greenwich 
Village,  the  turnout  was  for 
Mario.  Those  who  know  the 
mayor  best  voted  against  him. 
Koch’s  insensitivity  to  racial 
minorities  demonstrates  his  atti¬ 
tude  toward  other  minorities  as 
well.” 


The  vote  in  the  Lower 
Manhattan-West  Village  electoral 
district  was  9,161  for  Cuomo, 
6,824  for  Koch. 

Cuomo’s  victory  was  attributed 
to  a  thorough  field  organization 
staffed  by  volunteers  from  labor 
unions,  while  Koch  relied  on  ex¬ 
tensive  media  advertisements. 
Cuomo  will  face  an  executive  from 
the  Rite- Aid  drug  store  chain,  Lew 
Lehrman,  who  spent  $7  million  to 
win  the  Republican  nomination 
for  governor,  more  than  half  of  it 
his  own  money.  Lehrman  has 
declared  his  support  for  Reagan’s 
economic  program,  prompting 
Cuomo  to  assert  that  Reaganomics 
would  be  a  major  issue  in  the 
November  elections. 

Early  returns  in  the  Cuite- 
DiBrienca  race  had  the  challenger 
leading,  and  the  Daily  News  head¬ 
lined  its  story  on  city  council  race 
results  the  next  morning  with 
“Cuite  Trails  in  Early  Vote.”  But 
Cuite  went  on  to  win  by  7,263  to 
6,552  in  a  diversified  district  in 
Brooklyn.  DiBrienca  claimed  that 
more  than  500  paper  ballots  from 
absentee  voters  remained  to  be 
counted,  and  refused  to  concede. 
Although  voting  machines  in  the 
district  are  being  impounded  for  a 
possible  recount,  local  observers 
were  not  optimistic  that  DiBrienca 
could  eke  out  a  victory. 

Tom  Duane,  an  activist  with 
Chelsea  Gay  Association  and  the 
Chelsea  Reform  Democratic  Club, 
was  elected  Democratic  district 
leader  in  the  64th  Assembly  Dis¬ 
trict,  which  includes  parts  of  Chel¬ 
sea  and  Midtown.  Nomi  Azulay,  a 
lesbian  running  for  the  Democrat¬ 


ic  nomination  to  city  council  in 
Manhattan’s  Third  District,  lost  to 
incumbent  Carol  Greitzer.  How¬ 
ever,  Azulay  will  appear  on  the 
New  Alliance  Party  line  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  in  November. 


of  our  big  priorities  is  to 
demonstrate  that  the  textbook 
selection  process  should  involve 
the  entire  community,  with  ‘Local 
Not  Vocal’  participation,  to  name 
our  slogan,”  Stewart  said. 

People  For  the  American  Way 
was  started  by  television  producer 
Norman  Lear  as  a  nonpartisan, 
nonprofit  membership  group  that 
protects  First  Amendment  rights 
to  think,  worship  and  speak  freely. 
Mass  media  ads  and  member- 
monitors  encourage  people  to 
stand  up  for  freedom  of  belief  and 
expression. 

Stewart  sees  “hidden  self- 
censorship”  among  educators  as 
another  danger.  “Officials  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  will  learn  about  a  protest  in 
Dayton  and  will  remove  the  book 
to  prevent  problems,”  she  said. 
“People  need  to  raise  their  aware¬ 
ness  and  protect  their  right  to  read 
what  they  choose  to  read.” 

President  Reagan’s  election  pro¬ 
vided  “the  new  ultra-right  a  man¬ 
date  to  pursue  its  social  program  in 
a  more  aggressive  manner,”  Stew¬ 
art  added.  “It’s  a  serious  threat  to 
our  very  Constitution.” 

Reported  textbook  censorship 
cases  have  skyrocketed  300  to  500 
percent  since  November  1980, 
according  to  the  ALA.  One  school 
banned  Making  It  With  Mademoi¬ 
selle  until  it  was  pointed  out  that 
the  magazine  had  published  a 


how-to  dressmaking  book  for 
teens,  not  an  adventure  in  sexual 
intimacy. 

The  purge  has  even  extended  to 
government  publications,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Stewart’s  group.  The  Moral 
Majority  Indiana  chapter  success¬ 
fully  pressured  Sen.  Richard 
Lugar  to  stop  mailing  out  copies  of 
the  government  booklet  “Your 
Child  from  Six  to  One”  to  new 
Hoosier  State  parents.  The  group 
objected  because  the  booklet  ad¬ 
vises  parents  not  to  spank  their 
children, which  it  felt  “flies  in  the 
face  of  the  Bible  doctrine  on 
discipline.” 

The  April  visit  to  Cincinnati  by 
Moral  Majority  stalwart  The  Rev. 
Jerry  Falwell  prompted  the  Street 
Talk  Theater  Group  to  open  a 
“dirty  bookstore.”  A  large  refrig¬ 
erator  box  strapped  to  Michael 
Burnham  offered  25‘  peeks  at 
banned  books  such  as  The 
American  Heritage  Dictionary, 
Moby  Dick,  and  Silas  Marner. 
“People  are  really  worried  about 
that  last  one,”  Burnham  said.  “A 
little  boy  sleeps  with  an  old  man  at 
night,  and  then  it’s  the  next  day. 
You  don’t  know  what’s  happened 
between  chapters.  We  said  that  out 
loud  to  buffoon  that  kind  of  fear, 
to  show  how  absurd  this  whole 
censorship  campaign  is.”  Street 
Talk’s  Barbara  Wolf  painted  slo-

Medic  Questions  Use 
Of  Home  STD  Products

CINCINNATI  —  Two  recent 
scientific  achievements  are  not  as 
safe  and  significant  as  their  pro¬ 
moters  would  have  consumers  be¬ 
lieve,  according  to  the  director  of 
the  city  Health  Department’s  Sex¬ 
ually  Transmitted  Disease  (STD) 
Center. 

Michael  Ritchey,  who  heads  a 
federal  STD  training  program  at 
the  Center  here,  warns  against 
home  tests  for  gonorrhea  now  on 
the  market.  He  is  also  wary  of  a 
new  ointment  to  treat  genital 
herpes. 

In  July,  International  Research 
Distribution,  Inc.,  (IRD)  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  began  marketing  a 
kit  called  “VD  Alert”  that  allows 
men  to  test  themselves  at  home  for 
gonorrhea  after  questionable 
trysts. 

The  genetic  engineering  firm 
adapted  an  old  hospital  test  for 
home  use  and  in  April  got  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  (FDA)  to  begin 
selling  the  kit. 

Ritchey,  a  veteran  of  STD  con¬ 


trol  efforts  and  a  pioneer  in  out¬ 
reach  to  people  at  high  risk,  claims 
the  FDA  approval  ignores  ethical, 
medical  and  moral  issues.  It  is  only 
concerned  with  the  “clinical  effi¬ 
cacy  of  products.”  Proper  medical 
tactics  “will  be  totally  violated” 
by  home  testing,  he  charges. 

IRD  co-owner  Michael  Sicher- 
man  countered  that  the  kit  “allows 
men  to  avoid  the  cost,  embarrass¬ 
ment  and  stigma  of  getting 
checked  out  by  a  doctor  or  clinic. 
Having  one  around  speeds  up  get¬ 
ting  results.  It  speeds  up  getting 
peace  of  mind.  It’s  a  good  insur¬ 
ance  policy.” 

Ritchey  and  his  advisors  at  STD 
Center  are  also  worried  about  the 
use  of  Zovirax,  the  new  medica¬ 
tion  used  to  treat  first-time  victims 
of  herpes.  “We’re  afraid,  and  it’s 
only  a  theory,  that  widespread  use 
of  the  salve  could  create  a  resist¬ 
ance  to  the  drug  that  could  be 
passed  on  to  others,”  he  said.  Peo¬ 
ple  with  serious  herpes  infection 
could  develop  increased  problems. 

The  VD  Alert  Kit  for  gonorrhea 
costs  $16.50  by  mail  and  will  be  of¬ 


fered  to  drug  stores  later,  Sicher- 
man  said.  Each  contains  testing 
equipment,  instructions,  mailing 
box,  confidential  identification 
number  and  a  toll-free  number  to 
check  results  of  IRD’s  lab  analysis. 

Ritchey  remains  skeptical  of  the 
claims.  “It  worries  me.  I  don’t  ap¬ 
prove  of  home  health  care.  Self- 
diagnosis  is  dangerous.  We  know 
that  from  years  of  experience  here. 
That’s  why  the  U.S.  government 
has  financed  centers  such  as  ours 
to  train  health  workers  in  treating 
STDs.” 

The  gonorrhea  test  kit  should 
have  limited  appeal  to  gay  men, 
since  half  of  the  gay  male  victims 
do  not  experience  the  discharge 
necessary  to  take  the  VD  Alert 
test,  he  said. 

Ritchey  fears  that  someone 
hearing  a  positive  test  result  over 
the  phone  will  merely  pop  “a  few 
penicillin  or  tetracycline  pills,” 
eliminate  the  symtoms,  but  remain 
contagious  for  weeks.  "The  med¬ 
ical  care  required  for  gonorrhea  is 
really  serious.  More  penicillin  is 
needed  for  its  treatment  than  for 
almost  any  other  illness.”

those  people. 

“Amnesty  International  isn’t 
very  good  at  standard-setting.  It’s 
set  up  to  deal  with  cases  of  arrests 
and  imprisonment.  But  [the  work 
of  safeguarding]  sexual  rights 
can’t  all  revolve  around  investigat¬ 
ing  arrests.  That’s  too  narrow.” 

Hinkley  added,  “Frankly,  I 
think  Amnesty  International  is  go¬ 
ing  to  have  a  problem  when  we 
finally  start  getting  a  lot  of  cases 
.  .  .  because  we  can’t  adopt  them 
as  prisoners  of  conscience,  yet 
we’re  going  on  record  saying  that 
their  human  rights  have  been 
violated.” 

Cox  told  GCN  that  Amnesty  re¬ 
ceived  “a  handful”  of  reports  of 
violations  of  “homosexual  rights” 
last  year,  most  of  which  involved 
the  execution  of  homosexuals  in 
Iran.  These  people  were  not  con¬ 
sidered  prisoners  of  conscience, 
although  Amnesty  protested  the 
government’s  treatment  of  them 
because  it  was  using  capital 
punishment. 


Other  reports  of  sexual  rights 
violations  have  come  from  Cuban 
prisons  and  police  barracks. 

Cox  said  that  those  who  blocked 
passage  of  the  resolution  last  week 
argued  that  if  Amnesty  were  to 
actively  oppose  persecution  based 
on  sexual  preference,  “we  would 
have  to  consider  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  of  sexual  rights.  That’s  not 
only  the  right  to  be  gay,  but  the 
right  to  be  a  prostitute  or  violate 
adultery  laws.  This  would  signifi¬ 
cantly  broaden  its  work  load  when 
it  is  overloaded  already.” 

Others  opposed  to  the  French 
resolution  insisted  that  even  if  it 
could  be  proven  that  government 
officials  were  ordering  persecution 
of  lesbians  and  gay  men,  these 
officials  could  successfully  argue 
that  they  were  not  violating  human 
rights  because  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  preference  is 
not  explicitly  mentioned  in  Am¬ 
nesty  International’s  touchstones, 
the  United  Nation’s  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights  and 
the  International  Covenant  on 


Civil  and  Political  Rights. 

Cox  commented  that  the  cove¬ 
nant,  which  was  written  in  the 
’50s,  “could  easily  be  interpreted

But  Freeman  dismisses  that  by  say¬ 
ing,  “They’re  very  conservative, 
they  believe  in  begging  and  plead¬ 
ing  before  the  mayor  ...  I  believe 
in  fighting  back  and  kicking 
asses.” 

Because  of  the  controversial 
nature  of  The  Monastery  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  ambivalence  that  it 
can  evoke,  there  has  been  no  large- 
scale  organized  response  to  the 
raid  by  the  gay  community.  The 
Monastery  has  continued  to  oper¬ 
ate,  however,  and  is  still  one  of  the 
few  organized  social  outlets  for 
gay  youth.

a  part,  not  apart 

To  the  Cambridge/Somerville  Take  Back  the 
Night  Committee  members: 

The  flyer  that  your  group  has  distributed  states 
that  the  route  of  this  year’s  march  includes  Plea¬ 
sant  Street,  Western  Avenue,  and  River  Street, 
and  that  the  location  of  the  rally  is  to  be  Hoyt 
Field.  This  plan  is  inappropriate  and  offensive  to 
women  of  color.  It  is  for  the  following  reasons 
that  we  are  outraged  by  your  choice  of  where  the 
march  and  rally  have  been  designated  to  take 
place: 

1)  These  areas  are  predominantly  minority 
communities  of  Cambridge  that  have  been  tar¬ 
geted  repeatedly  as  areas  to  march  through  in  past 
Take  Back  the  Night  marches.  Some  of  us  recall 
past  years  when  the  committee  focused  on  these 
communities;  we  complained  then,  but  it  appears 
that  our  objections  have  fallen  upon  deaf  ears. 
We  are  not  suggesting  that  acts  of  violence  against 
women  do  not  take  place  in  these  neighborhoods; 
however,  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  march 
and  the  rally  is  to  be  held  in  these  communities 
will  perpetuate  the  myth  that  where  there  are  peo¬ 
ple  of  color  (particularly  blacks)  there  is  danger. 

2)  For  years  many  white  feminists  have  rhetor¬ 
ically  stated  that  they  are  strongly  opposed  to 
racism,  and  yet  your  decision  to  march  through 
our  communities  and  to  hold  the  rally  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  this  neighborhood  is  another  example  of 
total  disregard  for  your  alleged  white  feminist 
ideology  of  anti-racist  efforts. 

3)  Picture,  if  you  will,  hundreds  of  white 
women  emerging  smack  in  the  heart  of  a  pre¬ 
dominantly  minority  community  chanting  slo¬ 
gans  about  violence  against  women.  In  our  minds 
this  strongly  reeks  of  that  all-too-familiar  stereo¬ 
typical  belief,  on  the  part  of  whites,  that  com¬ 
munities  of  color  are  equated  with  areas  that  have 
a  higher  rate  of  fear,  crime,  and  violence.  It  also 
suggests  that  whites  are  the  solution  to,  rather 
than  a  cause  of,  the  violence  that  does  exist  there. 

Many  of  us  have  found  ourselves  asking  why 
these  neighborhoods  were  chosen  as  opposed  to 
any  of  the  other  Cambridge  neighborhoods  that 
are  either  predominantly  white  or  more  racially 
balanced .  Why  is  it  that  in  order  to  have  the  issue 
of  racism  recognized  by  white  feminists  we  con¬ 
stantly  have  to  be  present?  Whose  problem  is  it  in 
the  first  place? 

Once  again,  we  as  women  of  color  are  faced 
with  a  Catch-22  situation.  If  we,  as  individual 
women,  choose  not  to  participate  on  committees 
such  as  yours,  then  the  needs  of  women  of  color 
jre  not  addressed  (in  this  case  completely  ig¬ 
nored);  on  the  other  hand,  is  it  only  through  at 
least  one  of  us  being  physically  there  that  we  can 
insure  that  our  needs  are  being  represented  fairly? 
This  common  situation  is  one  that  women  of  col¬ 
or  are  constantly  faced  with.  Furthermore,  when 
we  do  participate  on  these  committees  we  are 
repeatedly  made  the  spokeswomen  for  the  needs 
of  all  people  of  color,  the  appointed  educators 
with  the  sole  purpose  of  providing  you  with  input 
on  racial  minorities.  You  neglect  the  fact  that  we 
often  do  not  want  to  participate  solely  because  of 
our  skin  color  or  ethnicity,  but  that  each  of  us 
also  has  her  own  reasons  for  joining  the  commit¬ 
tee.  Unfortunately,  the  ways  in  which  you  per¬ 
ceive  and  define  our  involvement  in  the  commit¬ 
tees  frequently  deters  us  from  becoming  active 
members  in  them.  We  are  tired  of  that  role  and 
tired  of  your  belated  apologies  for  not  recogniz¬ 
ing  these  dynamics.  Are  we  to  continue  to  be  a 
“politically  correct”  afterthought?  Pleading  ig¬ 
norance  is  an  avoidance  of  responsibility. 

Groups  such  as  yours  should  learn  to  indepen¬ 
dently  make  decisions  that  show  you  are  in  fact 
taking  seriously  the  needs  of  all  the  peple  you  are 
attempting  to  struggle  for.  This  year’s  march  does 
not  begin  to  encompass  or  represent  the  many 
women  who  want  to  participate  in  a  united  effort 
to  fight  violence  against  women.  Women  of  color 
feel  just  as  much  the  need  to  be  safe  on  the  streets 
and  in  our  homes  as  other  women;  yet  your  work 
on  the  one  issue  that  could  potentially  unite  us  all, 
women’s  survival,  is  not  exempt  from  subversive, 
naive,  and  covert  racist  attitudes.  At  a  time  when 
we  ought  to  be  most  united,  we  are  once  again 
widely  divided. 

We  want  you  to  change  the  location  of  the  Take 
Back  the  Night  rally  and  to  choose  routes  in  other 
parts  of  Cambridge  that  also  have  high  incidences 
of  violence  against  women.  You  do  not  need  the 
Camridge  Police  Department  to  tell  you  that  at¬ 
tacks  on  women  occur  in  all  of  the  communities 
of  the  city. 

Violence  against  women  oppresses  all  women, 
and  we  all  want  to  march  against  it  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  we  participate  in  the  planning 
stages.  We  want  to  be  a  part  of  the  struggle,  not 
apart  from  the  struggle.

Dear  GCN, 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  llane  Weinstock  for  her 
letter  to  GCN  informing  us  about  Naomi,  the 
blind  lesbian  in  Alula,  Israel.  We  are  sending 
Naomi  a  cassette  describing  our  services. 

We  produce  a  quarterly  magazine  containing 
selected  articles  from  the  gay/lesbian  media, 
including  GCN.  We  also  produce  fiction  and  non¬ 
fiction  books  on  lesbian/gay  issues.  Some  of  our 
catalog  offerings  are  Lavender  Culture,  Witch¬ 
craft  and  the  Gay  Counterculture,  On  the  Line: 
New  Gay  Fiction,  and  Gayellow  Pages.  In  fact, 
we  have  recorded  37  titles  to  date  and  are  contin¬ 
ually  expanding  our  catalog. 

Naomi’s  situation  underscores  the  difficulties 
that  blind  lesbians  and  gay  men  face  in  obtaining 
information  about  and  contact  with  the  gay/les¬ 
bian  community.  Think  about  the  simple  act  of 
buying  a  copy  of  GCN.  All  you  do  is  see  it  on  the 
rack,  reach  for  it,  pay  your  money  and  go.  Now 
suppose  that  you  are  blind.  If  you  in  fact  knew 
about  the  existence  of  GCN,  which  would  be  un¬ 
likely,  you  would  verbally  ask  someone  to  find  it. 
Why  is  this  a  problem?  First,  you  would  be  asking 
someone  in  the  presence  of  people  you  don’t 
know.  This  is  forced  disclosure.  Second,  by 
verbalizing  your  interest  in  GCN,  you  are  forced 
to  say  the  word  “gay”  out  loud  which  would  be 
difficult  for  someone  just  coming  out.  Once  you 
had  GCN  in  the  privacy  of  your  own  home,  you’d 
have  to  find  someone  to  read  it.  And  if  you  did 
find  a  gay/lesbian  or  sympathetic  straight  person 
who  would  be  willing  to  read  it  to  you,  you  would 
need  to  persuade  him/her  to  spend  the  several 
hours  necessary  to  read  just  one  issue  out  loud. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  illustrated  above, 
blind  people  face  discrimination  within  the 
gay/lesbian  community,  and  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  face  discrimination  within  the  blind  com-

Dear  Sirs:  (sic) 

You  have  me  saying,  in  your  article  on  Fenway 
Community  Health  Center  and  VD  services,  that 
health  centers  are  small  and  less  efficient  than 
hospitals.  Actually  the  complete  thought,  which 
emerged  in  a  long  interview  with  your  reporter, 
was  that  it  would  be  inefficient  for  DPH  to  fund 
small  separate  community-based  VD  services  for 
every  subsection  of  the  population,  including: 
gays,  Hispanics,  Blacks,  other  ethnic  or  racial 
minorities,  women,  adolescents,  etc.  My  point 
was  that  the  current  system,  from  the  volume  of 
services  provided  in  existing  sites  to  a  combined 
population,  is  more  efficient  than  small  specially- 
tailored  programs  that  might,  arguably,  have  the 
edge  in  sensitivity. 

As  a  matter  of  Department  policy,  we  do  fund 
and  support  community  health  centers  for  mater¬ 
nal  and  primary  care  because  they  can  be  more 
efficient  than  hospitals,  and  are  capable  of 
delivering  excellent,  managed  care.

munity.  For  example,  our  organization  recently 
tried  to  have  an  announcement  read  about  us 
from  the  podium  of  the  national  convention  of 
the  National  Federation  of  the  Blind.  They  would 
not  read  the  announcement;  they  did  not  even 
have  the  courage  to  explicitly  refuse  it.  We  were 
simply  ignored. 

An  example  of  the  problems  of  blind  people  in 
the  gay  male  community  is  the  situation  of  a  blind 
man  in  a  gay  bar.  Since  he  cannot  see,  he  cannot 
make  the  visual  contact  people  expect  and  may 
feel  very  isolated.  Since  he  does  not  make  visual 
contact  with  other  patrons,  they  may  feel  uncom¬ 
fortable  in  approaching  him.  Furthermore,  there 
are  instances  of  blind  people  being  denied 
entrance  to  bars  and  baths  (“You’ll  fall  down¬ 
stairs  or  trip  on  something”). 

If  you  know  a  lesbian  or  gay  man  who  happens 
to  be  blind,  please  let  her/him  know  about  our 
organization,  Lambda  Resource  Center  for  the 
Blind,  and  about  our  magazine  and  books.  Ask 
her/him  to  write  to  us  on  cassette,  in  Braille,  or  in 
print.

Mark  Rappaport’s  Scenic  Route

Watching  a  Mark  Rappaport 
Film  is  like  seeing  an  Oscar  Wilde 
play  directed  by  Bertolt  Brecht. 
Like  Wilde  the  material  is  witty, 
paradoxical  and,  if  on  the  edges  it 
seems  a  bit  frivolous,  at  center  is  a 
meditation  on  the  seriousness  of 
life  and  love.  These  aren’t  Films 
just  to  sit  back  and  relax  watching 
(although  they’re  eminently 
enjoyable).  Rappaport  refuses  to 
let  us  be  passive  viewers.  Careen¬ 
ing  between  straight  narrative 
lines  and  introspective  reflection 
with  voice-overs,  he  takes  us  in¬ 
side  and  outside  each  of  the  char¬ 
acters.  This  is  more  a  novelistic 
technique  than  a  cinematic  one, 
but  it  is  precisely  those  movies 
which  enlarge  the  very  notions  of 
cinema  that  are  important  and 
vital. 

As  an  independent  filmmaker, 
Rappaport  has  always  worked 
outside  of  the  mainstream  monied 


film  establishment.  One  of  the 
films  being  shown  at  the  Orson 
Welles  (The  Scenic  Route)  was 
done  for  German  television;  the 
director  produced  the  other  two 
himself.  Rappaport  collects  ideas, 
notions,  and  characters  he  wants 
in  a  film, -sorts  them  out  and  then 
incorporates  them  all  into  the 
script.  The  films  are  dreamlike, 
filled  with  fantasies,  memories, 
and  constant  referral  to  static 


images:  paintings,  patterned  wall¬ 
paper,  posed  tableaux,  murals  and 
mirrored  reflections  to  both  repre¬ 
sent  and  illuminate  characters 
while  jarring  the  audience  into 
“seeing”  differently. 

Take  The  Scenic  Route.  Its 
basic  plot  line  is  about  and  from 
the  point  of  view  of  a  woman  who 
understands  the  past  but  is  con¬ 
demned  to  repeat  it  anyway. 
Estelle  has  just  left  her  husband 


and  taken  on  a  fairly  casual  boy¬ 
friend.  Her  sister  comes  to  visit. 
Gradually  we  find  out  about  their 
past  and  begin  to  see  the  same  oc¬ 
cur  again  with  the  present.  Pun¬ 
gent  and  incisive,  like  a  Margaret 
Atwood  short  story,  The  Scenic 
Route  is  a  tour  of  the  terrors  of 
modern  life  (filled  with  violence 
every  inch  of  the  way),  romantic 
love  (an  obsession  at  best,  danger¬ 
ous  to  boot,  and  probably  im¬ 


possible  anyway),  and  just  plain 
getting  through  (just  plain  dif¬ 
ficult).  There  is  very  little  dialogue 
because  it  was  easier  to  make  and 
dub  for  German  TV  —  although 
Rappaport  spent  extra  money  on 
tracking  shots  -  but  we  leave  the 
film  feeling  that  these  three 
characters  have  been  speaking  and 
explaining  their  lives  to  one 
another  and  us  forever. 

But  this  is  the  odd  film  out.  “I 
really  like  dialogue  and  don’t 
understand  why  nobody  else 
seems  to  be  involved  with  it,” 
Rappaport  told  GCN  in  an  inter¬ 
view  last  week.  “Movies  from  the 
’30s,  ’40s  and  ’50s  all  have  great 
dialogue.”  Local  Color  and 
Impostors  sport  dialogue  that 
would  be  at  home  in  either  Lady 
Windermere’s  Fan  or  All  About 
Eve:  “Reality  is  the  differential 
between  what  you  need  and  what 
you  get”;  “The  difference  be¬ 
tween  an  optimist  and  a  pessimist 
is  that  a  pessimist  knows  how 
phony  the  world  is  and  doesn’t 
mind  complaining  about  it,  while 
an  optimist  thinks  he’s  doing  you 
a  favor  by  not  mentioning  it.” 
Besides  loving  the  purely  visual 
image  (whatever  that  film  school 
phrase  may  mean),  Rappaport 
loves  language.  “1  predict  a  very 
dire  future  for  the  course  of  Films 
over  the  next  few  years,”  he  says. 
“It’s  all  this  computer  stuff  and 
science  fiction  movies.  Basically 
they  grunt  at  each  other.  1  just  saw 
Quest  For  Fire  where  all  they  real- 
iy  do  do  is  grunt  at  each  other.”

than  just  clever  confections  of  wit 
and  images:  they  concern  real  peo¬ 
ple,  with  real  problems,  in  real  — 
if  somewhat  exaggerated  —  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Local  Color  is  a 
slightly  off-kilter,  updated  La 
Ronde.  Three  couples  (two 
straight,  one  gay)  and  two  single 
women  take  turns  progressively 
interfering  with  one  another’s 
lives.  The  fact  that  two  of  them 
are  telepathic  twins,  one  an  incest- 
uously  inclined  father,  another  a 
nosy  novelist,  and  one  a  bisexual, 
only  add  to  all  their  problems  (as 
does  the  loaded  gun  which  grad¬ 
ually  passes  from  person  to  per¬ 
son).  There  is  a  frankness  about 
sexuality  in  all  the  Rappaport 
films  that  is  refreshing.  Not  only 
the  gay  or  bisexual  characters,  but 
everyone  has  a  sexual  life  that  is 
integral  to  their  wholeness  as  peo¬ 
ple.  Sex  is  offhand,  matter  of  fact, 
and  realistic. 

Impostors  is  the  most  ambitious 
of  the  three  films.  Its  plot  is  more 
complex,  its  configurations  more 
byzantine.  Quickly  sketched,  it 
concerns  two  murderous  twins 
who  are  not  really  twins  (they 
have  murdered  the  real  twins); 
they  are  looking  for  a  fabulous 
Egyptian  treasure  to  which  they 
think  their  assistant.  Tine,  holds  a 
clue  .  Tine  is  having  an  affair 
with  the  obsessive  Peter,  but  her 
ex-lover  Gina  is  always  present  in 
her  life.  (They  used  to  do  a  tum¬ 
bling  act  together.)  Meanwhile  one 
twin  is  after  Tine  while  the  other  is 
after  Peter.  There  is  also  an  all¬ 
female  acrobatic  act  and  an  all¬ 
woman  punk  band.  Everything 
that  can  possibly  happen  does.  Out 
of  this  whirlwind  comes  a  fairly 
somber  reflection  on  romantic  and 
obsessive  love.  It  is  a  crazy  house 
of  mirrors,  every  relationship 
reflecting  another  until  we  are 
never  sure  of  what  our  own  reality 
and  response  is,  or  should  be.  It  is 
Bergman  with  wit  (a  comparison 
which  Rappaport  may  not  like 
since  he  feels  that  Bergman  missed 
his  time  and  calling  and  should 
have  written  for  Saturday  Night 
Live). 

With  limited  budgets,  Rappa¬ 
port  has  managed  to  make  all  his 
films,  especially  Impostors,  appear 
minimal  without  ever  looking 
cheap.  It  is  filled  with  artifice  with¬ 
out  ever  appearing  artificial.  Part 
of  this  has  to  do  with  the  wonder¬ 
ful  performances  from  all  of  the 
actors.  Charles  Ludlam  (of  NY’s 
The  Ridiculous  Theatrical  Com¬ 
pany)  and  Michael  Burg  are  both

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insanely  demented  and  menacing 
as  the  “twins.”  Because  so  much 
of  the  films  is  held  together  by  mise 
en  scene  rather  than  narrative  line, 
Rappaport  has  relied  upon  actors 
with  experience  in  experimental 
rather  than  more  traditional 
theater.  Randy  Danson  is  able  to 
convey  more  thought  and  emotion 
in  a  closeup  from  The  Scenic  Route 
than  Liv  Ullman  managed  crawl¬ 
ing  across  the  floor  and  cowering 
in  comers  in  Face  to  Face. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  all  three 
Rappaport  filrhs  will  be  showing  at 
one  time  and  it  is  something  to  take 
advantage  of.  The  independent 
film  has  a  hard  time  getting  distri¬ 
bution  or  even  critical  notice, 
especially  in  the  U.S.  where  the 
film  industry  relies  upon  heavy 
money.  In  past  years  there  were 
private  and  public  grants  to  help 
people  out:  those  are  drying  up 
uinder  Reagan.  “Audiences  are 
much  more  intelligent  than  any¬ 
body  gives  them  credit  for  —  it’s 
hard  not  to  live  through  the  ’  60s 
and  not  be  smarter,”  says  Rappa- 
ort.  He  feels  that  his  films  are  “get¬ 
ting  more  political  about  personal 
interactions,  social  images,  sexual 
role  playing  and  sexual  politics.” 
Without  that  audience  and  some 
support,  it  will  be  difficult  to  con¬ 
tinue.  It  is  not  ironic  then  that 
sophistication  should  also  come  at 
the  same  time  as  political  backlash. 
“Right-wing  conservatism  is  very

close  to  the  surface  in  American 
life  and  the  arts  are  the  first  to  go. 
It’s  not  really  a  rosy  future  for  any¬ 
one  creating  or  for  any  minority 
group.  Now  that  the  middle-class  is 
suffering  I  don’t  think  that  they  are 
going  to  be  so  sympathetic  to 


others.  Especially  money  being 
spent  on  art,  or  blacks,  or  women’s 
movements.  I  don’t  think  it’s  a 
happy  time  in  the  heartland.” 

Rappaport’s  films  are  unique, 
imaginative,  and  capable  of  push¬ 
ing  audiences  further  than  they  are 


used  to  going.  Inventive  and 
mature,  they  are  beacons  in  the 
midst  of  a  mess.  Even  if  things 
aren’t  that  happy  in  the  heartland, 
you  can  get  some  reprieve  by  seeing 
these  films.

THE  “GAY  DISEASE”  EPIDEMIC 


The  AIDS  Mystery: 
Crisis  &  Challenge 

By  Gordon  Murray 

Gay  communities  across  the  country  are 
responding  to  an  unprecedented  public  health 
crisis.  Now  known  as  AIDS  —  Acquired  Im¬ 
mune  Deficiency  Syndrome  —  the  crisis  is 
evoking  resourcefulness  within  the  gay  com¬ 
munity,  as  well  as  providing  new  potential  for 
cooperation  —  and  misunderstanding  —  in  our 
relationship  with  the  wider  public. 

Over  the  past  year  and  a  half,  extremely  rare 
diseases  such  as  Kaposi’s  Sarcoma  (KS)  —  a 
rare  cancer  —  and  Pneumocystis  Carinii  Pneu¬ 
monia  (POP)  began  to  show  up  in  otherwise 
healthy  individuals:  primarily,  though  not  exclu¬ 
sively,  young  urban  gay  men.  Most  lived  in  New 
York,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco;  the  aver¬ 
age  was  in  his  mid-thirties.  By  now  it  is  clear 
that  these  diseases  are  indicators  of  a  common 
underlying  problem:  a  breakdown  in  the  im¬ 
mune  system,  the  body's  normal  defense 
against  diseases.  This  leaves  the  victim  vulner¬ 
able  to  these  so-called  “opportunistic”  dis¬ 
eases  such  as  KS  and  PCP. 

AIDS  is  deadly,  and  is  spreading  rapidly.  The 
overall  mortality  rate  for  AIDS  victims  is  40%, 
but  even  worse,  80%  of  those  diagnosed  prior 
to  1981  are  dead.  By  the  end  of  1981  there  had 
been  fewer  than  200  reported  cases,  and  new 
diagnoses  were  being  made  at  the  rate  of  less 
than  one  a  day.  This  rate  rose  to  over  two  a  day 
by  mid-1982;  for  the  week  ending  September  3 
an  alarming  4.4  cases  per  day  were  being 
reported,  for  a  total  of  578. 

“This  is  the  first  documented  community- 
acquired  immunosuppression  in  history,”  says

common  a  breakdown  of  their  natural  immune 
system,  specifically  the  part  of  the  immune  sys¬ 
tem  known  as  T-cells.  There  are  several  types  of 
T-cells;  two  major  sub-cells  are  "helper”  cells 
and  “suppressor”  cells.  The  normal  ratio  of 
helper  cells  to  suppressor  cells  is  about  2:1;  in 
AIDS  victims  the  ratio  drops  below  1:1.  In  itself 
this  is  nothing  terribly  unusual;  after  a  bout  of 
measles,  the  helper  to  suppressor  ratio  drops  to 
about  5:1,  increasing  the  body’s  vulnerability  to 
opportunistic  infection,  but  it  usually  bounces 
back  in  a  couple  of  months.  The  problem  with 
AIDS  is  that  the  immune  system  doesn't  seem 
to  be  recovering. 

The  big  mystery  is  what  causes  the  helper  to 
suppressor  ratio  to  fall  in  the  first  place.  In 
seeking  the  answer  to  this  question,  the  CDC  is 
asking  AIDS  victims  about  their  medical  histor¬ 
ies  and  lifestyles.  It  turns  out  that  the  average 
gay  male  AIDS  victim,  matched  to  a  control 
group  by  education  and  income,  has  1100  sex¬ 
ual  contacts  in  his  lifetime,  compared  with  500 
for  other  gay  men,  and  25  for  heterosexual  men. 
It  is  this  fact  which  has  led  to  the  widely 
publicized  advice  that  cutting  down  on  the 
number  of  different  sexual  partners  may  reduce 
risk.  And  yet  some  individuals  who  contract 
AIDS  have  long  histories  of  monogamy  —  so 
there  is  no  clear  scapegoat. 

Virtually  all  AIDS  victims  have  been  exposed 
to  Hepatitis  B  —  but  then  so  have  95%  of  gay 
urban  men  by  the  age  of  36.  Two-thirds  of  the 
victims  have  had  syphilis,  which  isn’t  surpris¬ 
ing  given  the  number  of  sexual  contacts,  yet 
compared  with  other  sexually  transmitted  dis¬ 
eases,  syphilis  stands  out.  Just  why  is  uncer¬ 
tain.  Many  AIDS  victims  have  shown  infection 
with  cytomeglovirus  (CMV),  a  virus  related  to 
herpes  that  is  sexually  transmitted  and  is  under 
suspicion  as  a  factor  in  developing  KS.  But 
again,  virtually  100%  of  gay  men  who  have  lived 
in  urban  settings  have  been  exposed  to  CMV 


There’s  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  if  the  same  disease 
had  appeared  among  Americans  of  Norwegian  des- 
cent,  or  among  tennis  players ,  rather  than  among  gay 
males,  the  responses  of  the  Government  and  the 
medical  community  would  have  been  different.” 


Dr.  James  Curran,  coordinator  of  the  KS  Task 
Force  at  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  (CDC), 
the  federal  agency  charged  with  coordinating 
the  study  of  AIDS,  as  they  did  with  Legion¬ 
naire’s  disease  and  Toxic  Shock  Syndrome.  Dr. 
Curran  adds  that  we  may  be  seeing  only  “the  tip 
of  the  iceberg”  so  far. 

There  is  growing  consensus  among  experts 
that  AIDS  is  transmissible  —  either  the  under¬ 
lying  disorder  or  the  opportunistic  infections  — 
and  most  likely  through  sexual  contact.  The 
most  compelling  data  for  this  conclusion 
comes  from  a  study  of  a  cluster  of  AIDS  pa¬ 
tients  in  the  Los  Angeles  area,  reported  in  the 
CDC’s  Morbidity  and  Mortality  Weekly  Report 
of  June  18, 1982.  Data  were  obtained  on  13  of  19 
patients:  9  of  the  13  had  had  sexual  contact 
with  other  AIDS  patients  in  the  cluster  within  5 
years,  and  2  had  had  indirect  contact  with  an 
AIDS  patient  through  an  intermediary.  Given 
the  size  of  the  Los  Angeles  gay  male  popula¬ 
tion,  these  figures  would  be  hard  to  attribute  to 
chance,  which  led  the  CDC  to  hypothesize 
some  sexually  transmitted  infectious  agent  is 
involved. 

Although  two-thirds  of  its  victims  have  been 
gay  men,  AIDS  is  not  a  “gay  disease”  as  early 
misleading  reports  stated.  14%  of  the  victims 
are  heterosexual  men,  9%  are  bisexual  men, 
and  6%  are  women.  The  majority  of  the  hetero¬ 
sexuals  who  are  contracting  AIDS  are  intra¬ 
venous  drug  users  —  heroin  or  methodone  ad¬ 
dicts.  Recently  3  cases  of  PCP  have  appeared 
for  the  first  time  among  hemophiliacs,  who  use 
regular  injections  of  blood  components.  These 
patients’  immune  systems  had  been  felt  to  be 
normal  up  until  now,  implying  that  their  im¬ 
munosuppression  might  be  due  to  a  new  trans- 
missable  agent.  There  are  37  cases,  or  6%  of 
the  total,  among  Haitian  refugees  to  Florida, 
which  has  prompted  the  CDC  to  send  an  epi¬ 
demiological  team  to  Haiti.  What  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  AIDS  in  these  particular  populations 
signifies  is  as  yet  unclear.’ 

THE  MYSTERY  AND  SOME  SUSPECTS 

What  is  clear  is  that  all  these  patients  have  in 


and  developed  antibodies  to  it  (compared  with 
50%  of  heterosexual  men).  And  even  if  CMV 
were  to  prove  the  etiological  agent  of  KS,  why 
some  gay  men  lose  their  ability  to  fight  it  off 
and  others  don’t  remains  unknown. 

Amyl  nitrate  is  a  widely  publicized  suspect  in 
the  AIDS  outbreak,  partly  because  drug  and 
alcohol  abuse  in  general  is  known  to  weaken 
the  immune  system,  partly  because  nitrates  are 
a  suspected  carcinogen  (in  bacon,  for  example), 
and  partly  because  “poppers”  are  used  dispro¬ 
portionately  among  gay  men.  Several  studies 
on  the  long-term  effects  of  nitrate  inhalents  are 
underway,  but  definitive  results  have  yet  to  be 
reported.  Again,  not  all  the  people  who  have 
developed  AIDS  have  used  “poppers”  so  inhal¬ 
ents  alone  cannot  be  the  cause. 

A  sub-clinical  syndrome  involving  swollen 
lymph  nodes  over  prolonged  periods  ot  time  in 
otherwise  healthy  gay  men  is  under  examina¬ 
tion  in  connection  with  AIDS.  In  these  people, 
the  immune  system  may  be  somewhat 
depressed,  and  some  have  gone  on  to  develop 
KS.  This  worries  doctors,  particularly  because 
this  so-called  “gay  lymph  node  syndrome" 
seems  far  more  widespread  than  AIDS  and  may 
represent  a  population  at  risk.  Indeed  there  is 
speculation  that  gay  men  in  general  may  have 
somewhat  suppressed  immune  systems  on  the 
average.  Unfortunately  there  is  no  simple 
laboratory  procedure  at  present  to  test  the  state 
of  the  immune  system,  and  the  longterm  signif¬ 
icance  of  any  of  these  lab  findings  in  otherwise 
healthy  men  are  unclear. 

MISSING  LINK: 

INFORMATION  AND  FUNDING 

What  is  needed  to  penetrate  the  AIDS 
mystery  is  massive  federal  funding,  and  what  is 
preventing  that  appears  to  be  homophobia.  As 
the  death  toll  from  AIDS  surpassed  that  of 
Legionnaires  disease  and  Toxic  Shock  Syn¬ 
drome  combined,  doctors  thought  funding 
would  be  forthcoming.  “With  a  brand  new  can¬ 
cer  outbreak  that  looked  like  it  was  infectious,” 
says  Dr.  Marcus  Conant,  co-director  of  the  KS

AIDing  Our  Guilt  &  Fear 


By  Michael  Bronski 

Years  ago  the  words  “gay”  and  “disease”  in 
the  same  sentence  were  merely  redundant.  In 
the  past  months  these  words  have  been  cou¬ 
pled  in  both  the  gay  and  straight  press  to  des¬ 
cribe  a  cluster  of  physical  disabilities  that  in¬ 
clude  Kaposi’s  Sarcoma  (KS)  and  pneumocystis 
carinii  pneumonia  (PCP),  now  broadly  termed 
Acquired  Immuno-Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS). 
In  the  beginning  almost  nothing  was  known  of 
the  whys  and  wherefores  of  any  of  these  mal¬ 
adies.  Each  week  the  gay  press  —  especially 
the  New  York  Native  and  The  Advocate  — 
would  report  the  changes  in  scientific  and  pop¬ 
ular  opinion.  Each  week  something  new  would 
come  to  light  and  some  “fact”  from  the  week 


straight  and  gay  presses.  The  lack  of  any  def¬ 
inite  information  has  allowed  a  number  of 
assumptions  and  prejudices  to  color  the 
already  confused  discussion  and  reporting  of 
an  important  and  critical  issue. 

The  first  reports  centered  solely  upon  an  ur¬ 
ban  gay  male  population  as  the  victims  of  AIDS 
and  its  related  diseases.  This  brought  about  the 
appelation  of  “the  gay  cancer,”  and  soon 
evolved  into  “the  gay  plague,”  a  more  diffuse 
and  sensational  headline.  New  York  Magazine 
(5/31/82)  featured  the  sub-headline  “A 
mysterious  immune  disorder  is  spreading  like 
wildfire.”  Even  the  Cambridge  (Mass.)  Tab  got 
in  on  the  act  and  featured  a  bold-faced  “Danger¬ 
ous  ‘gay  plague’  surfaces”  on  the  front  page  of 


Years  ago  the  words  ‘gay’  and  ‘disease*  in  the  same 
sentence  were  merely  redundant 
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before  would  be  discounted  or  put  aside  in 
favor  of  a  more  plausible  theory.  The  constant 
reader  would  waver  from  thinking  that  they 
knew  everything  to  knowing  almost  nothing, 
while  getting  more  paranoid  all  the  time. 

There  is  really  not  all  that  much  change  in 
reading  this  week’s  or,  I  suspect,  next  week's 
papers.  Research  goes  slowly  and  in  time  more 
concrete  and  verifiable  facts  will  emerge.  It  is 
not  the  "facts"  that  I  want  to  discuss  here  but 
the  way  they  have  been  presented  in  both  the 
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their  September  8,  1982,  cover.  Each  article 
mentioned  other  groups  that  have  been  af¬ 
flicted  (heterosexual  Haitians,  hemophiliacs, 
and  intravenous  drug  users);  however,,  the 
inflammatory  headline  of  “GAY  PLAGUE”  made 
the  first  impression. 

Although  at  this  time  it  appears  that  a  major¬ 
ity  of  the  cases  studied  are  of  homosexual  men, 
the  designation  of  “gay  cancer”  is  not  only  in¬ 
accurate  but  misleading  and  dangerous.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  “gay”  cancer.  A  cancer  is  a 
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physical  malady  with  definite  symptoms  and 
properties.  It  is  neither  gay  nor  straight.  The  ad¬ 
jective  “gay"  implies  a  wider,  deeper  meaning 
than  purely  medical.  The  escalation  to  “Gay 
Plague”  resembles  more  closely  the  rhetoric  of 
the  Anita  Bryant  campaign  than  accurate,  fact¬ 
ual  news  coverage. 

Once  the  link  between  "gay”  and  "cancer” 
has  been  made  some  writers  have  no  trouble 
enlarging  upon  the  connection.  “A  bizarre 
assortment  of  rare  and  deadly  ailments  are 
striking  a  significant  number  of  young  homo¬ 
sexual  men  and  spreading  with  terrible  swift¬ 
ness  to  the  straight  population  as  well.”  (New 
York  Magazine  5/31/82)  The  message  is  clear: 
those  “bizarre”  and  “deadly”  homosexuals  are 
at  the  forefront  again  and  this  time  it's  not 
fashion  but  death.  Although  "plague”  has  a  pre¬ 
cise  medical  meaning,  its  current,  primary  def¬ 
inition  is,  according  to  Webster's:  “That  which 
smites  or  troubles;  any  afflictive  evil;  scourge; 
infestation.”  The  word  has  moved  from  the 
medical  to  the  realm  of  the  moral. 

With  few  sound  medical  facts  to  go  on,  early 
researchers  focused  on  what  they  perceived  to 
be  “unique”  behavior  among  homosexuals:  an 
energetic,  active,  and  many-partnered  sex  life. 
It,  of  course,  never  occurred  to  them  that  the 
word  ‘gay”  also  included  lesbians  and  an  enor¬ 
mous  number  of  gay  men  who  have  single  part¬ 
ners  or  no  sex  at  all.  In  the  popular  imagination 
gay  =  promiscuous  =  immoral. 

Theory  after  theory  was  produced  to  explain 
the  presence  and  continuation  of  the  diseases. 
They  ranged  from  the  plausible  to  the  (semi-) 
ridiculous:  none  have  been  proved.  The  many- 
sex-partners  theory  might  work  if  if  is  proven 
that  the  condition  is  contagious.  “Poppers"  are 
a  favorite  target  as  are  any  other  recreational 
drugs.  The  New  York  Native  ran  a  long  piece 
asking,  "Is  there  a  Link  to  Handballing?”;  their 
answer  is  a  qualified  no.  (I  guess  they  couldn’t 
print  “fistfucking”  on  the  cover.)  Others  have 
postulated  that  the  ingestion  of  many  different 
sperms  may  cause  immuno-deficiency;  most 
researchers  are  dubious  on  this  one.  Discovery 
of  the  diseases  among  non-homosexuals 
should  reduce  the  search  for  a  primary  sexual 
cause,  yet  the  earlier  stigma  has  remained. 

It  is  curious  that  one  of  the  most  reasonable 
assertions  —  that  long  histories  of  VD  and 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases  cumula¬ 
tively  can  cause  AIDS  —  is  not  followed  to  its 
logical  conclusion:  the  drugs  used  by  the 
medical  community  to  cure  these  infections  are 
causing  damage  to  the  immune  system.  The 
whole  range  of  antibiotics  kill  off  more  than  the 
infection  they  are  meant  for  and  such  drugs  like 
flagel  (used  for  amoebiasis  and  shigellosis)  are 
used  even  when  they  are  known  to  often  have 
adverse  effects. 

All  people  fear  disease  and  when  a  disease  is 
not  really  understood,  is  mysterious  —  like 
AIDS — the  fearcan  become  an  irrational  dread. 
Without  succinct  and  precise  medical  informa¬ 
tion  the  public  and  private  imagination  can  run 
wild.  It  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  the  imagina¬ 
tion  should  also  latch  onto  and  incorporate 
popular  notions  of  morality  into  a  scheme  of 
trying  to  understand  and  combat  the  disease. 

Although  no  conclusive  evidence  exists,  so  far 
as  we  know,  to  lay  direct  blame  on  any  drug,  ac¬ 
tivity,  place  of  residence  or  other  factors  as  the 
causes  of  AIDS,  there  is  tentative  evidence  to 
suggest  that  risk  factors  may  include  frequent 
sexual  encounters  with  a  variety  of  partners.

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Three  of  Our  Lives: 
A  Personal  Look

Bob  is  bright,  down-to-earth,  kind  of  shy  with 
a  warm  twinkle  in  his  eyes.  His  salt  and  pepper 
hair  and  new  beard  frame  a  mischievous  face 
which  belies  his  thirty-eight  years.  Although  he 
and  his  lover  of  three  and  a  half  years,  Mark,  live 
a  block  from  Castro  and  18th  Streets,  they 
prefer  the  pleasures  of  home  to  bar  hopping, 
square  dancing  to  disco  . . . 

Marco,  thirty-two,  is  handsome,  gregarious, 
introspective.  A  talented  and  popular  hair¬ 
dresser,  he  has  “played  hard"  for  years  and 
numbers  his  friends  in  the  hundreds  . . . 

Jerry  is  tall,  quiet,  perceptive.  For  twenty-five 
of  his  forty-five  years,  he  has  worked  as  a 
waiter.  Around  friends  he  is  accomodating, 
more  of  a  listener  than  a  talker.  For  most  of  his 
adult  life  he  has  lived  alone  . . . 

Bob.  Marco.  Jerry.  They  are  us.  In  the  past 
year  all  three  have  been  diagnosed  with 
Kaposi's  Sarcoma.  Here  is  a  look  at  the  impact 
of  this  disease  on  three  of  our  lives. 

BOB 

At  the  end  of  March  Bob  noticed  two  small 
red  spots,  one  on  each  ankle,  and  immediately 
suspected  that  they  were  KS  lesions.  But,  Bob 
notes,  “I  just  pretended  they  weren’t  there.  It 
took  a  month  to  show  them  to  Mark,  my  lover;  I 
asked  him  to  look  at  my  funny  flea  bites.”  The 
last  week  of  May  Bob  went  to  the  doctor  to 
check  on  a  sore  throat  and  asked  him  to  take  a 
quick  look  at  his  ankles.  The  doctor,  concerned, 
ordered  a  biopsy  for  the  next  day.  The  physician 
who  performed  the  biopsy  guessed  that  the  le¬ 
sions  were  most  likely  blood  blisters.  So  Bob 
departed  on  a  week’s  vacation,  feeling  that  his 
suspicion  mayhavebeen  groundless,  after  all. 

There’s  nothing  ‘Gay’ 
about  Kaposi’s  Sarcoma: 
‘‘It’s  cancer  pure  and 
simple.  We  don’t  own  it.” 

On  his  first  day  back  to  work  as  office  mana¬ 
ger  in  a  local  utility  company,  Bob  called  for  the 
biopsy  results  and  a  clean  bill  of  health.  Instead 
he  was  informed  that  the  test  for  KS  was  posi¬ 
tive.  “I  went  into  shock,  shaking.  I  felt  like  the 
ceiling  in  the  office  had  fallen  in  on  me.”  Three 
hours  later  the  hospital  called  with  a  schedule 
of  tests  to  measure  the  extent  of  Bob’s  cancer. 
He  sighs,  “That  afternoon  was  the  longest  of 
my  life.  I  finished  work  in  a  daze." 

Bob’s  coming  out  about  KS  to  Mark,  his  sis¬ 
ter,  and  friends  was  very  difficult.  Nervously  he 
told  Mark  on  the  evening  of  the  diagnosis.  Mark 
listened,  let  the  news  in  as  well  as  he  could, 
and  has  remained  a  steadfast  support  to  Bob 
ever  since.  Bob’s  mother  and  father  both  died 
of  cancer,  so  telling  his  sister  four  days  later 
was  particularly  painful:  "I  didn’t  know  what 
words  to  use.”  But  the  words  came,  she  cried, 
and  they  stay  in  touch  on  the  phone. 

As  for  friends  —  some  have  shied  away  for 
fear  of  contagion,  fear  of  cancer,  fear  for  Bob, 
fear  of  not  knowing  what  to  do  or  say.  But  more 
have  called  to  affirm  their  love  and  support  at  a 
trying  time.  Bob  believes  “if  you  have  the  truth, 
you  can  deal  with  the  situation”  and  in  the  three 
months  since  diagnosis  he  has  called  or  writ¬ 
ten*  everyone  he  is  close  to.  He  adds,  “I’m  sur¬ 
prised  I’ve  reached  out  as  much  as  I  have.  I’ve 
become  more  attuned  to  people,  more  aware  of 
their  feelings.  I’m  expressing  my  feelings  more 
—  talking,  hugging.  If  you  care  for  someone, 
why  not  let  them  know  it?  Why  hold  back?” 

In  June  further  medical  tests  disclosed  three 
more  cancer  lesions  in  Bob’s  throat  and  one  on 
his  right  arm.  Since  then  an  active  program  of 
chemotherapy  and  daily  visualization  medita¬ 
tion  has  caused  all  but  the  arm  lesion  to  dis¬ 
appear  —  and  that  one  is  fading  fast. 

Bob’s  particular  visualization  technique 
came  to  him  during  a  meeting  of  the  Kaposi  Sar¬ 
coma  Support  Group  run  by  San  Francisco’s 
Shanti  Project.  He  relates:  “At  the  end  of  my 
first  meeting,  the  leaders  asked  us  to  join 
hands  and  think  of  a  bright  light  entering  our

Try  as  one 
might  to  separate  moral  judgment 
from  medical  knowledge,  there  is 
still  going  to  be  some  juncture  in 
the  culture  where  they  will  meet. 
And  the  signpost  at  this  juncture 
is  usually  guilt.  Many  diseases 
carry  the  stigma  of  guilt.  Western 
culture  has  always  tried  to  culti¬ 
vate  guilt  as  an  integral  part  of 
sexual  activity.  Homosexuality 
has  been  privileged  to  be  both  sex 
and  disease  simultaneously. 

Susan  Sontag  has  examined 
how  the  metaphor  of  disease  can 
be  quickly  carried  over  to  other 
parts  of  our  lives  and  thinking. 
The  Nazis  spoke  of  the  “Jewish 
cancer”  that  had  to  be  cut  out  of 
society;  most  other  political 
groups  or  nations  have  spoken  of 
their  enemies  in  such  terms. 
Although  in  the  case  of  AIDS 
there  is  an  actual  disease  present, 
the  absence  of  clear  facts  has 
allowed  myths  and  conjectures  to 
surround  the  situation.  Most  of 
the  myths  or  conjectures  have  to 
do  with  sexuality. 

It  is  interesting  that  most  of  the 
cautionary  advice  that  concerns 
sex  is  focused  on  not  having  it  — 
at  least  not  promiscuously.  One 
local  health  care  worker  has  been 
quoted  as  saying  that  “we  urge 
gays  to  be  monogamous”  (Cam¬ 
bridge  Tab  9/8/82)  —  not  much 
consolation  if  you  don’t  have  a 
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lover.  It  would  be  comforting  to 
hear  (especially  if  repeated  VD 
infections  may  contribute  to 
immuno-deficiency)  people  writ¬ 
ing  about  a  wholesale  war  on  such 
diseases  such  as  in  China  where 
they  have  almost  eliminated 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea.  Although 
it  is  an  exaggeration  to  prove  a 
point,  one  might  wonder  why 
other  forms  of  sexuality  have  not 
been  promoted  as  a  way  to  avoid 
contagion:  certainly  bondage  and 
flagation  would  be  safer  than  kiss¬ 
ing.  But  the  connection  between 
“bad”  sex  and  disease  has  been 
made  and  it  is  a  hard  combination 
to  strike  down. 

The  questions  of  sex,  disease 
and  guilt  broaden  into  a  question 
of  lifestyle.  Arthur  Bell  in  the 
Village  Voice  (6/29/82)  has 
written: 

Indiscriminate  sex  with  phan¬ 
tom  partners  in  backrooms  is 
beginning  to  diminish.  The 
grudge  and  filth  bars  are  losing 
their  appeal.  Fist  fucking  is 
fading.  Barbarity  is  on  the  way 
out.  Romance  —  who  knows? 

—  on  the  way  in.  Gay  men  are 
returning  to  a  civilized  way  of 
communicating. 

The  connections  are  not  being 
made  between  contacting  a  conta¬ 
gious  disease  from  another  per¬ 
son,  they  have  expanded  to  a 
whole  way  of  living:  it  is  the  bar¬ 
barians  against  the  civilized.  This 
thinking  is  much  closer  to  the 
new-right-middle-America  no¬ 
tions  of  right  and  wrong  than  any 
logical  —  or  for  that  matter,  il¬ 
logical  —  medical  advice.  But 
worst  of  all,  with  very  few  hard 
facts,  it  tends  to  fix  blame: 
“Something  we  have  done  to  our 
bodies,”  says  the  President  of 
Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis.  Some¬ 
thing  else  to  feel  guilty  about.

sobering  and  frightening  phenom¬ 
enon.  It  is  not  to  be  treated  light¬ 
ly.  All  of  the  warnings  against 
promiscuous  sex,  I  suspect,  will  be 
heeded  by  some  and  ignored  by 
others.  It  is  important,  however, 
to  keep  fact  and  myth  separate,  to 
take  care  of  ourselves  as  best  as 
possible  and  not  let  fear  and  guilt 
get  out  of  control.  (One  can 


almost  foresee  the  days  where 
backroom  bars  and  the  baths  will 
be  closed  down  for  being  public 
health  hazards  —  for  your  own 
good,  of  course.) 

AIDS  is  a  physical  condition, 
KS  and  PCP  are  diseases. 
Research  will,  in  time,  be  able  to 
explain  where  and  how  they  come 
about,  and  hopefully,  how  to  pre¬ 


vent  or  destroy  them.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  we  must  be  careful  to  exam¬ 
ine  all  of  the  presumptions, 
assumptions  and  mythologizing 
that  is  surrounding  them.  It  is  too 
important  a  question  to  confuse 
with  other  issues.  We  are  all 
responsible  for  the  health  of  our 
minds  and  psyches  as  well  as  our 
bodies.

has  a  toll-free  “crisisline”  provid¬ 
ing  up-to-date  information  on 
AIDS:  (800)  221-7044.  The  Forum 
is  urging  people  to  make  sure  their 
local  health  department  is  aware 
of  AIDS  and  is  training  clinicians 
appropriately,  as  well  as  encour¬ 
aging  people  to  enlist  local  med¬ 
ical  professionals  and  others  in  the 
lobbying  effort. 

The  challenge  of  AIDS  is  to 
learn  and  change  in  response  to 
new  facts,  without  falling  back 
into  old  guilt.  “The  ‘excessive 


information  about  STD’s  and 
AIDS,  and  taking  greater  personal 
responsibility.  And  it  also  requires 
a  vision  or  goal  as  well  as  an 
awareness  of  what  is  to  be  avoid¬ 
ed.  “Change  of  sexual  behavior 
usually  has  to  start  with  an  honor¬ 
ing  of  basic  needs  within  the  indi¬ 
vidual,”  Dr.  Smith  feels.  Then 
alternative  ways  of  meeting  those 
needs  can  be  found.  He  would 
emphasize  gay  male  bonding,  and 
at  the  same  time  point  out  the 
health-promoting  role  of  sex

Waxman  charged:  “There  is  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  if  the  same 
disease  had  appeared  among 
Americans  of  Norwegian  descent, 
or  among  tennis  players,  rather 
than  among  gay  males,  the  re¬ 
sponses  of  both  the  Government 
and  the  medical  community  would 
have  been  different.” 

Last  month  there  was  a  major 
breakthrough  in  the  funding  ef¬ 
fort  when  $2.2.  million  from  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  was  ear¬ 
marked  for  AIDS  research  from 
their  fiscal  1983  budget,  which 
begins  October  1,  1982.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  $500,000  was  alloted  to  the 
CDC,  and  now  awaits  President 
Reagan’s  signature. 

Given  the  lack  of  definitive  in¬ 
formation  surrounding  AIDS, 
many  doctors,  public  health  offi¬ 
cials  and  leaders  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  are  advising  caution:  few¬ 
er  sexual  partners  (not  necessarily 
less  sex),  fewer  drugs,  8-10  hours 
of  sleep  a  night,  three  healthy 
meals  a  day.  “Get  out  of  the  fast 
lane”  and  “Date,  don’t  trick”  are 
slogans  heard  these  days  among 
concerned  gay  people.  At  the 
same  time,  there  is  no  need  to 
panic.  Dr.  Conant  suggests  the 
AIDS  epidemic  may  be  analogous 
to  polio  before  a  vaccine  was 
found:  “The  virus  spread  through 
the  entire  community,  everybody 
got  it,  but  only  a  few  kids  got 
paralyzed,  and  we  still  don’t 
understand  why  some  people  are 
susceptible  and  most  of  us  resis¬ 
tant.  It  may  be  the  same  thing 
with  KS.” 

POTENTIAL  AND 
CHALLENGE 

The  AIDS  crisis  brings  with  it  a 
potential  for  misunderstanding, 
homophobia  and  guilt.  Precision 
is  crucial.  “The  reason  [we]  get 
sexually  transmitted  diseases  is  not 
because  we  have  multiple  sexual 
partners,”  points  out  Jim  Geary, 
head  of  the  Shanti  Project,  a  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  volunteer 
counseling  organization  address¬ 
ing  the  needs  of  people  facing  life- 
threatening  illness.  “It’s  because 
we  don’t  take  the  necessary  pre¬ 
cautions  in  having  sex.” 
Heightened  consciousness  about 
sexual  hygiene  and  STD’s  is  cru¬ 
cial,  not  guilt  over  sexual 
behavior.  Or,  as  Dr.  Curran  put 
it,  “Blame  the  bugs,  not  the 
behavior.” 

At  the  same  time,  AIDS  holds 
the  potential  for  increased  unity, 
support  and  orgnization  among 
gay  people.  Local  groups  are 
forming  across  the  country  to 
coordinate  services  in  their  are,  in¬ 
cluding  designing  and  implement¬ 
ing  support  groups  for  victims, 
their  friends  and  lovers,  and  mak¬ 
ing  sure  adequate  medical  infor¬ 
mation  and  services  are  available. 
At  the  National  Gay  Leadership 
Conference  in  Dallas  in  mid- 
August,  a  Forum  on  AIDS  was 
established  to  help  establish  a  net¬ 
work  to  coordinate  information 
exchange  and  mobilize  support  in 
Congress  for  AIDS  research  fund¬ 
ing.  The  National  Gay  Task 
Force,  co-sponsors  of  the  Forum,

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bodies  and  driving  out  the  cancer  calls.  I  closed 
my  eyes  and  there  was  PAC  MAN  chasing  those 
rotten  cells  out  of  my  body.” 

Shanti’s  weekly  group  is  not  centered  so 
much  on  “fixing”  things  or  advice  giving,  but 
more  on  facilitating  supportive  relationships 
which  honor  each  member’s  own  process  of  un¬ 
folding  emotions.  As  Bob  tells  it,  “We’ve  all 
been  the  same  route  to  get  where  we  are.  Some 
are  worse  than  others,  but  KS  is  KS.  We  get 
emotional  support  and,  even  more,  understand¬ 
ing  from  each  other  that  most  anybody  else 
can’t  give  us.” 

MARCO 

Also  a  member  of  the  support  group,  Marco 
was  diagnosed  with  KS  on  July  8.  Whereas 
Bob’s  life  before  cancer  involved  minimal 
drugs,  very  few  sex  partners,  no  drinking,  Mar¬ 
co’s  routine  included  much  partying,  trips  to 
the  glory  holes  at  least  three  times  per  week, 
heavy  smoking,  and  lots  of  stress. 

In  early  June  Marco  noticed  four  purple  spots 
the  size  of  dimes  on  his  upper  left  arm  as  well 
as  four  smaller  lesions.  On  positive  diagnosis  a 
month  later  his  rection  was  a  mixture  of  guilt 
and  determination.  He  felt,  ‘Why,  why  did  I 
deserve  this?  What  have  I  done?’  He  turned  to 
the  doctor  and  said,  “I  know  I’m  going  to  beat 
this!” 

Marco  says  he  no  longer  feels  guilty.  He 
asserts:  “I’m  taking  my  situation  as  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  grow  rather  than  feeling  like  a  victim. 
I’m  not  even  sorry  that  I  have  cancer.  I  look  at  it 
as  a  chance  to  change  my  life,  to  freshly  see 
what’s  important  to  me  and  what  might  serve 
others  well.  I  wasn’t  happy  in  the  ‘fast  lane’  — 
to  be  healthy,  one  must  be  happy.”  He  goes  on, 
“I  have  an  agreement  with  myself  to  get  well 
and  be  well,  and  I  don’t  intend  to  break  that 
agreement.” 

Central  to  Marco’s  agreement  is  naturally 
rebuilding  his  immune  system  so  his  body  can 
rid  itself  of  KS.  In  that  regard  he  has  eschewed 
any  medical  tests  with  radioactive  dyes  and 
also  chemotherapy  which.while  fighting  cancer 
depresses  the  immune  system  as  a  side  effect. 

After  investigating  several  alternative  cancer 
treatments  Marco  settled  on  Natural  Metabolic 
Therapy  which  prescribes  a  unique  diet  of 
natural  foods,  fresh  juices,  and  distilled  water 
for  each  of  its  clients.  He  notes,  “For  the  first 
time  in  my  life  I’m  learning  to  cook  healthily  and 
create  a  healthy  environment  in  my  home.”  He 
has  also  drastically  changed  his  social  life. 

Since  diagnosis  Marco  has  abstained  from 


sex.  He  relates,  “I’m  a  little  lonesome  from  not 
being  able  to  make  love.  But  I’m  immune- 
suppressed  and  the  risks  of  catching  some¬ 
thing  or  passing  on  what  I  have  are  too  great.” 
He  is  learning  to  avoid  stressful  situations  like 
rushing  for  appointments  and  overworking.  And 
he  has  purposely  avoided  disclosing  his  illness 
to  some  friends  and  relatives  who  might  tend  to 
pity  him  and  treat  him  like  a  “victim.”  As  Marco 
says,  “Positive  attitude  is  an  important  factor  in 
healing.  Through  these  changes  in  my  life  I’ve 
emerged  much  more  centered.  I’ve  only  really 
just  begun  investigating  the  spiritual  side  of  my 

life.” 

Since  mid-July  Marco  has  had  no  increase  in 
the  size  of  KS  lesions  and  no  noticeable  new 
lesions. 

JERRY 

Experience  with  KS  for  Jerry  has  been  one 
long  exhausting  ordeal.  Diagnosed  with  eight 
lesions  in  October,  1981,  the  cancer  has  spread 
rapidly.  Now,  over  three  hundred  lesions  cover 


much  of  his  body.  Medically  he  has  tried  sever¬ 
al  different  chemotherapies  and  most  recently 
interferon,  an  experimental  substance,  ex¬ 
tracted  and  cloned  from  the  human  body,  which 
highly  activates  the  body’s  immune  system. 
Nothing  has  worked  and  new  lesions  seem  to 
appear  daily. 

Jerry  is  a  loner,  basically.  He  had  a  lover, 
whom  he  saw  every  Friday  for  two  and  a  half 
years,  who  left  him  when  he  became  ill.  He 
says,  “I’ve  been  alone  so  much,  I’m  ready  for 
death.  I  accept  the  inevitability  of  going  back  in 
the  hospital  and  not  leaving.  I  get  angry  at  those 
who  tell  me  it’s  not  that  serious,  that  I’ll  get  bet¬ 
ter,  that  I  should  try  witch  doctors.”  And  he 
understands  that  others  are  afraid  for  him,  and 
for  themselves,  and  do  not  have  his  perspective 
on  things. 

Jerry  joined  the  Shanti  support  group  in 
March.  Shortly  thereafter  he  and  a  good  friend 
from  Los  Angeles  travelled  to  Colorado  to  visit 
his  mother  and  sister.  Since  returning  he  has
